During the conversation hrid with Mr. Tolson today- 
he mentioned the success he is having in delivering speeches and states 
• that on Tuesday afternoon he is going to talk before the Parent-Teachers 
Association at Cedar Rapids* He stated that he has already talked be-fore 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce and will go on the radio Sunday afternoon 
for a period of fifteen minutes* He stated thut he had received 14 
proposals and I suggested to hint that he tell these fourteen individuals 
that they should go home and get their bank books in order that they might 
be investigated. 

He stated that they are hr.ving a regular blizzard 
therej that it was awfully cold and flowing hard* He stated th:.t ho had 
heard that Special Agent in Charge /^o: ; d had given a talk bafore e school and 
that he was a very poor speaker; th.:,t his subject was "Federal Jurisdiction" 
and was entirely over the heads of the student body. Kr. Tolsoti believes 
we should have someone listen to Mr. Doivd give a talk, possibly Mr* Lester, 
and that while he is being observed by some of the Bureau officials, this 
should be unknown to Mr. Do?;d; that if his talk is not satisfactory, no 
further addresses should be made by him. 

I would go a step further than Mr. Tolson 1 s suggestion 
and recommend that Special Agent in Charge Dowd not be assigned to give any 
more public addresses.

Reference is made to the att*^//5d correspondence concerning the re- 
examination in the case of FLETCHER R^NSRAT/FORD, Special Agent applicant, 
Rockford, Illinois* 

In thin natter ?.*r. Tone^an prepared a memorandum addressed to me on 
November 12th in which he indicated that he failed to note the error contained 
in the letter to U. S. Senator James Hamilton Lev~is advising the Senator that 
this applicant would he eligible for a re-examinrtion at the expiration of a 
period of six months. There was also prepared on November 12th a letter to Mr. 
Crawford for your signature advising him that his name had been referred to- the 
inspection staff in order that he ni.ht be called for a re-exazaination- at this 
time. 

You ask why the letter to the applicant was sent to your office at 2:33 
P. M., on November 12th and the memorandum of explanation received in your 
office at 6:15 P. IU, on the same date* 

I have inquired of Mr. Dpnegan concerning this matter. He states that 
he discussed this case with MrJr^uinn, who authorized the referring of this 
applicant's name for a re-examination at this time. Mr. Cuinn states his reason 
for talcing this action was that he felt it would be better from the Bureau's 
standpoint to afford the applicant a re-examination at this time than to ?>Tite 
Mm a letter acknowl edging that incorrect information had emanated from the 
Bureau with respect to the limit for re-examinations for applicants who failed 
to qualify as stated in the letter emanating from the Bureau to Senator Lewis, 
Mr* Donegan states that he sent the original of tho letter addressed to the 
applicant to fir. Cuinn with the memorandum which he prepared on November 12th 
addressed to me concerning the error. Mr. Quinn advises that he received the 
letter and the memorandum together and after reviewing them sent them to my 
office. Miss Canty, i:i my office, states that she received the letter addressed 
to the applicant and handled it in the usual manner, that is she initialed it 
for me and sent it to your office for signature. Sb-3 states the memorandum 
was not attached with the draft of the letter and that she assumed that since 
there was a notation indicating that you desired a r emorandum as to the persoa 
responsible for the error that the memorandum had bten forwarded to me as a 
Special.

Mr. Little stated that he attached no credence whatever 
to the story, considering it merely idle gossip, and in the event he has 
unwittingly repeated this report, it was unintentional and he sincerely 
regrets that the source of such a report should be attributed to him. 
He was advised ihat the report It untrue and xhat there is no basis 
whatever for the circulation of a story of this character, Mr. little 
stated that "his lips rvouid be sealed" so far as any further repetition 
of this story is concerned. During the inter/iew, Mr. Little spoke only 
in the highest tens of you, and it was noted that he referred to you 
frequently as ; tiie boss" with apparently no premeditation. 

Mr ♦ Little is presently Acting Special Agent in Charge for 
the local office of the Civ.s^on of Investigations of the Department 
of the Interior*, and stated that he Aished tc dispel any ideas that 
the ruraor referred to emanated in any manner as propaganda in co nnect ion 
with any antagonistic feelings formerly reported to exist between the

liglDRAHDUM FOR LfR. TOLSON. 



I have carefully revier/ed the att?ched memorandum dcted 
July 22, 1935* prop .red by Ilr. Cuinn conc^iing the incident involving 
certain e^lw^es of the Administrative Division in connection T.ith 
the lust stenographic examination* 

I approve the recommendation th.vt the resignation of 
Miss ■■■■■■■be requested* From the facts su bmitted in the memo- 
randum of iw r. Quinn, it is quite obvious th^t Miss flHPv/^.s guilty 
of actions of u ch^rvcier which would make hor services undesirable 
in this Bureau. Y.'ere it not for the fact bhjit she rar.do a frank ats-.te- 
ment when CjUestioned concerning this mrtter, I would issue an order of 
ctisaissal v.lth prejudice, but In view of the frank sb^to^ent which she 
made, she may submit her resignation to be effective immediately, vdth 
such allowance for accrued leave she miiy be entitle:! to. 

In connection v?ith this whole episode, I V.ould like to 
make certain observations, bee; -.use it stems to me there has been a 
woeful lack of efficiency, interest end appreciation of the seriousness 
of a situation of this character upon the ,art of a number of persons 
in the Administrative Division. 

In the first place, I consider the remark made by Mr. 
Glavin to the effect that the employees in your immediate office should 
have no difficulty in passing the test, inasmuch as the various tests 
pass through your office, «to h';ve been a most undesirable remark to have 
been made by an executive of this Bureau. I understand th:vt Ur. Glavin 
states he made this remark in a facetious vein, but it cannot be ignored 
that he ic Chief Cl^rk of the Bureau find as such I c~n?ider it improper 
for him to have evsn facetiously indicated to the employees of your of- 
fice thi/t there <?as a me-ns and way whereby they might procur e knowledge 
concerning examinations and thereby be able t) ?:>ass the same. 

I bjs frankly nonplussed at the mariner in which examination 
papers are obviously handled in the Bureau. From the report of Mr. Quinn 
it would appear th^t the examinations are senb through in regular course 
and go though m?ny hi-nda before finally bein^ piven t> the amployees. 
Vfhile I had assuned that all of our employee are thoroughly honest 'ind 
ethical in their actions, it is obvious from the incident which has occurred

the.t my assumption was not entirely correct. It is absolutely unfair to 
the other employees of the Bureau ?;ho are required to take stenographic 
and typing examinations to have a condition exi,;t tvhich m^kes it possible 
for certain special employees to procure advanced knowledge of what 
ex';Oiin tion is to be hi d, practice upon the same and then take that 
examination and make a hi^h packing mark* The givinr of an examination 
is practically valueless if a condition of this kind is goinj to continue 
to exist. I see no reason for the routing through of examination papers 
and thus afford to an employee who might be so inclined, the opportunity 
of availing himself of the information in such an examination before the 
examination is ctually given. It would seem to me that there has been 
a raost careless and inefficient handling of this very important matter. 
Employees of the Bureau who desire to be honest and faithful to their 
responsibilities mi«ht fail to pass an examination and mi^ht thereupon 
either be reduced in £?ade or dropped from the service, while other 
employees, so inclined, could make a high passing mark because they had 
an opportunity, and availed themselves of thr.t opportunity, to knor *:hat 
the examination was to be and be prepared for the passing of the same. 
Henceforth, I .rant no .me other than the person r;ho is to give the 
ex^-aiu tion to know .vh:it the contfsntf? of the examination rill be. If 
that person be the Chief Cl:rk of the Bureau, he should prepare the 
exanintion :aper himself, and should then give the examination, and no 
clerk or other official of the Bur au should have an opportunity to knov: 
v.hat tho contents of the examination will be. This is the only fair and 
honest way to treat the other employees in the Bureau who want to observe 
the proper proprieties of such tests. 

I am further nore somewhat concerned sbout the condition 
in Mr. Tolson' s immediate office, because it appears iron the xemorandum 
of Mr, Quinn th^t there was sufficient opportunity for employees in tliat 
office to practice during office hours upon tests, and it is al so to be 
noted that both ^r. Tolson and -^r* Cuinn had time to give practice tests 
to employees in that office. I do not think that this is the proper 
condition to ex:st. I knov that many sections of the Bureau are over- 
v.heiined with vork. We ar.; not able to get the work out v-ithin the time 
limits that are desirable, and yet, in the Assistant Director's office, 
there seems to 're time for the employees to practice tests, and in fact, 
to be given practice tests by executives of tae Bureau. If an employee 
desires to practice up for an examination there is no objection to that 
employee practicing for the stuie, but it should not be done during office 
hours, and under no circumstances do I think ohat an executive should 
assist in the m tter, particularly when the work of the Bureau is so far 
behind. To ay oersonal knot/ledge, I have rsited wany days at times for 
action upon matters from both Mr. Tolson and Mr. Quiw, recognizing as 
I do that they have more work to perform than they can properly perform 
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within the given ti^ie, and yet both of l y ::r.e executives had sufficient 
time to give practice tests '.hen they could nave been devoting their 
energies and attention to the handling '.;f official mattei^s thct warranted 
immediate attention. 

I am furthermore concerned .'.bril the more or less careless 
indifference with which this e rMre ep.v -**o i .;as handled by Mr. Tolson 
and ^r« Quinn. It would appear fraui t ■: slateriients in lir. Quinn's meuo- 
randira th..t he was fully cognii-nt of J L Ve facts in this case, and 
in fact, reported thc:a to fctr. Vols en. ;p would further appear from 
Miss Sheufferts s tat events to t'izz Canty that there v:as no necessity

These same executives 
have in other instances recommended to -i-j disciplinary . ction to be taken 
against other employees in the Bureau ahj have been guilty of far less 
represensible actions than wac the erplcyeo in this particular instance, 
I think it is imperative that the exe-cuti--es of this Bureau be keenly 
alive to their responsibilities in the /.a.oter of hzJidting personnel, 
and nore potior larly be acute to such situations v;hcn they arise in 
their ov/n offices, because we cannot expect te maintain discipline or 
proper morale throughout the Bureau wNen such conditions are allowed to 
develop in the office of a hirh executive of '.his Bureau and no attention 
for action is given to the sa/ae. 
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I cannot concur in the recorarscndati on that Wine Canty 
be severely reprimanded because she apparently did everything she could 
other than to make a report directly to Mr. Tolson or Mr. Orion con- 
Cr-rnin^ this matter. She discussed the matter with the Secretary to 
the Assistant Director. In fact, neither the Assistant Director nor 
Mr, Quinn saw fit to report the matter to me, and for th*:t reason 
I will not concur in the recommendation that :Jirs Canty be reprimand 
for n.vt having m:,de a direct report* We cannot expect more of her 
than we expect of executives*
